I purchased of the Government two 
bundred feagnes, and two other indivt- 
duels purchased each 100 leagues and 
although f anticipated realizing a good 
profit on my investment To never did 
intend that the ho'ding of it should ev- 
er iverfere with the imprevement and 
advancement of the country.—I never 
didintend tointerfere with the settling 
ofthis section of the country by locat- 
ing it here, and did not therefore make 
any reservations in the colony that I 
am anthorised to settle. 

‘The lands that I have purchased, or 
the nght to lands which I have purcha. 
sed requires that they be settled in 6 
years and no one can hold inmght of 
property more than cleven leagues, and 
the empresario i9 bound to introduce 
atleast ono family forevery eleven 
leagues, and a failure tin this makes a 
forfeiturs of all not sosettied. 

Ín the political affairs of the Siate 
T felt no more than a common interest 
I beheve withthe majority of its inhas 
bitauts Agustin Viesea was elected 
Governor by a constitutional majority 
of votes, twice obtained, first in Seps 
tember ofthe last year and again in 
February of the present year. The 
Departmento Saltillo refused to re 
spett the election and refused obedi 
enge to the Government of the State, 
because they disapproved of the elec- 
tion made in Governor Viesca, and I 
felt a desire to see the refractory made 
to respect the will of the majority and 
that majority so large and respectable, 
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minent, having in February repeated 
her elections made m September, for 
of 22 votes given in all ‘Texas, Govers 
nor Viesca obtained 16.otes. Draw- 
ing my options from that manifesta 
tion made inso deciared a manner, I 
could not otherwise than believe that 
in my anviety to scc the constituted 
authorines ofthe State trumph over 
what was esteemed a factious and re 
fractory department, my feelirgs were 
in unison with the feelings of the ma 
jority of my fellow Citizens. 

I have always respected the authors 
ity ot the general Government, and 
with my obedience tothe laws have 
and still feel very grateful for the ma. 
ny favors which in common with my 
fellow citizens I have partaken from 
the munificence of the Government. 
I am not nor have I ever desired to see 
Texas in a State of revolution, and my 
anxiety to sce the constituted author- 
wies of the State in the exercise of 
their legat powers, had no mixture of 
revolution in it.—I thought Texas 
would be bettered by having tho State 
Goserninent within its terntory, and 
was of opinion that cnce in Texas, the 
scat of Government of the State would 
be permanently fixed init, for the rea- 
sons of the great rivalry, jealousy and 
hatred existing between the Departs 
ment of Salnllo and those of Monclova 
and Parras would cause all to wish 
such a change. 

Tam not conscious that anv act of 
mint Mas been m the sligifost Cegreo 
of a character to offend the dignity of 
the General Government or that even 
could be construed into a want of re-
